Some of them are born 
with poor sisht and have never eren 
Btupected that they do not see the 
eame as others. 


A. cause of accidents seldom recog- 


nized lies in the weakness of e>e 
muscles, resulting in slow eye move- 
ments. 
Some Individuals can 
turn 
their eyes to the right more easily 
than to the left 
Others turn to the 
left more easily than to the right. 
Some have difficulty in turning UD- 
ward, others downward, 
and some 


have 
trouble with 
all eye 
move- 


ment*. 


Health Impaired 


Not only are eyes with weak mus- 
cles less efficient, but they frequently 
cause great discomfort and even con- 
tribute to 
Impaired health. 
They 
sometimes Induce dizziness, 
frontal 
and temporal headaches and occa- 
sionally give rise to digestive trouble 
and disturbance of the nervous sys- 
tem with far-reaching effects. 
There are many cases of defective 
eyes for which there is no aid and 
which are positively dangerous to an 
automobile driver. 
A number of 
states require all drivers to procure 
special licenses after physical 
and 


mental examination. 
Even the most superficial 
ezam-< 
ination of 
those 
who apply 
for 
drivers' licenses reveals hundreds of 
oases among the applicants, 
who 
are totally unsafe to conduct a mo- 
tor car through city traffic. 
Hooch Harmful 


A person whose eyes reveal 
any 


imperfection is permanently 
unsafe 
to drive an automobile and when he 
does so is a menace to pedestrians, 
other driver* 
and himself. It is a 
lamentable fact that moonshine poi- 
soning is causing many cases of par- 
tial blindness these days. 
Periodic 
renewal of drivers' licenses after re- 
exammation te, therefore necessary, 
especially for truck and cab drivers. 


A chauffeur In Providence, R. I. 
who had three serious collisions in a 
short time, was found to have only 
one-fourth vision 
and acknowledged 
what he called a mild case of wood 
alcohol poisoning some time before. 
It is obvious, therefore, that a sys- 


tem of licensing only those drivers 


who can m««t certain minimum re 
quirements, cannot fail to bring about 
a very great reduction In motor acci- 
dents. Many states have suh a meth- 
od in operation and others are con- 
templating pawing similar lawa, in 
the near future.

Few eyes are capable 
of as high as 24 to 26 but more fal~ 
below 20. 
To exercise your 
eyes take your 
position once more between the pic 
tures. rotate your eyes from one t<? 
the other 10 times, as rapidly as pos 
sible. Close them while you coun 
five then open and move them up 
and down as far as possible in each 
direction so as to exercise the vertica 
muscles 
Do this 10 times, then los 


the lids, count five, open and repaa 
the side-to-side movement 
These exercises should continue fo 
three minutes at a time, at least twlc 
each day, preferably on rising ant 
retiring1. Every few days repeat th 
test by the watch and note the in 
crease in speed. 


Keep up the exercises until vou ar 
capable of 24 oscillations in 10 sec 
onds 
This allows for a slight slum 
which may follow discontinuance.

chants Association, which this morn- 
Ing luued through Us secretary. D. H. 
Penn, a 
statement with suggestions 


bearing on the subject. 


The statement calls attention to the 


fact that the Main street parking 
problem has reached a sjage where 
something must 
be done, since 
the 


question has been growing steadily 
worse for the past three or four years. 


It Is suggested that business and 


professional men lea\e their cars on 
•ide streets and not on Main street, 
leaving such parking facilities as are 
available to people coming into town 
for shopping purposes, and others of 
the city who come down town for 


cratlon of our citizen* th» parking 
problem can In a large measure be 
mlnlmir.cd. 


"With this thought In mind we 


would respectfully recommend to our 
merchants and other business men 
that If going to and from their places 
of business In their cars necessitates 
tho parkjng of their cars on the 
streets for long periods that they re- 
frain from this practise. 
Such prac- 
tice deprives visitors to the city, and 
others why find their cars a necessity, 
of proper parking facilities. We rea- 
lize that u is often necessary for doc-

bring them into the business districts 
of our city.

tors at all times the best our city af- 
fords, and

To this end we have been instrumen- 
tal in having our police authorities 
be more lenient with our guests as 
regards the time limit for parking 
This is accomplished through the use 
of the Guest Card, and v«> feel sure 
meets with the approval of our entire 
citizenship— 


"The Retail Merchants' Association 


believes that with the faithful co-op- 


district for the purpose of shopping, 
making calls on the professional men, 
or banks, etc., we would suggest that 
they either use others means than the 
automobile of reaching that district, 
or, if this is not practical, park their 
cars on the less congested streets, 
lock them and walk the few blocks 
necessary to reach their destination. 
This will not only help matters but it 
will also be much easier for you than 
finding if parking place in the con- 
gested district, edging into this place 
and, 
when you are ready to move, 


finding yourself -blocked by another 
car and having to wait many minutes 
until that car moves. Parking outside 
the congested district also saves you 
the mental worry and physical trou- 
blp of having to move your car every 
thirty minutes as required by law. 


"Unless something is done along the 


lines we believe it will be a matter of 
only a short time before all parking 
will necessarily be prohibited on the 
main thorofares. 
We feel that the

The Jeffersons and Eugenics. 


Thomas Jefferson had two children 


grow up. Both were daughters. 
One 


married a Randolph and the other an 
Eppes. 
The one child of Mrs. Eppes 


to attain maturity married a Ran- 
dolph. Therefore the descendants of 
Thomas Jefferson are to be found in 
the roll calls of the Randolph family. 


So far as my knowledge goes, the 


established records of the Randolph 
family in this country start with the 
marriage of William Randolph 
to 


Catherine Isharo. From these two 
descended President Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Chief Justice Marshall, General 
"Light Horse" Harry Lee, and Robert 
E. Lee. Mayor Carter Harrison, and 
hundreds of other notables. 


One reason why the old Randolph 


tribe hag accomplished so much was 
their habit of marrying into superior 
stocks, such as the Jeffersons.-Eppes, 
Pages, Harrisons, Bryans, Lees, and 
the Ishams. Another was their habit 
of intermarrying- They married their 
kin folks. They knew it. They pro- 
posed to keep a good thing in th* 
family. 


A third reason was their habit of 


having large families. 
Thomas Jef- 


ferson, iwho waa as much Randolph as 
he was1 Jefferson, 
or more, had 
a 


small family, but his daughter, Mrs. 
Randolph, returned to the Randolph 
way and 'had eight. 


I do not know whether the present 


day descendants of Thomas Jefferson 
and the other Randolphs have large 
families or not. but if not they have 
quit the way of the breed. 


Dr. G. B. Toung tells me that an- 


other quality of the 
old tribe waa 


longevity. 
Thomas 
Jefferson Ran- 


dolph, that grandson of Thomas Jef- 
ferson 
who was described by 
the 


statesman and seer as his staff, lived 
until the eve of the Centennial. 


The Eugenics Review has recently 


had a discussion of mate selection. 
Roswell Johnson argued for it. 
He 


approved of the plan the Randolphs 
had of marrying Ishams, Coolidges. 
JeiTersons. Lees. Harrisons, and such. 
His advice is: "Select the best availa- 
ble as to the most important attri- 
aut»s." Again: "All superiors should 
mate." He advises superiors to mate 
only with superiors. This advice will 
register with some people in spite ol 


spring a livelier iris changes on the 
burnished dcve." 


Johnson thinks the mating of super- 


iors so much to be encouraged that he 
favors: (a) more part time education; 
(b) restrict the education required of 
lawyers and of doctors to two years of 
pre-medical college work. It is im- 
portant to society that these groups 
start breeding eariy and often. 


He would also 
prohibit all mar- 


riages of persons under 18 in order to 
lessen the progeny of the inferiors. 
With much of this advice Leonard 
Darwin disagrees. 


If the superiors limit their mating 


to superiors more genius will be bred, 
but it will be at the cost of lowering 
the average Intellectual capacity. 
If 


the superiors mate together, so will 
the Inferiors, and the latter would be 
genetically bad.

I've had some Jpeculiar cases since
